BOTH BLACK MUSLIMS 


Two Men Shot To Death 
In Avondale Parking Lot 


Police are still investigating 
the circumstances surroun- 
ding the gangster style 
shooting deaths of two men 
in Avondale last Friday 
evening. According to Soft, 
Paul Morgan, of the homicide 
Squad, police are not ruling 
out the possibility of religous 
feuds between Black Muslim 
factions as a motive. 


The bodies of the two men 
who were both Muslims were 
found In a parking lot behind 
the Avon 'Shoe Clinic at 3527 
Reading Road. Almond xX. 
Ware, 47 one of the apparent 
murder victims was the owner 
of the shoe clinic. Ware's 
body was found slumped 
against a metal fence and 
facing the open left front 


door of a tan ‘imperial sedan 
parked there. He had been 
shot several times.in the head 
and once in the chest. 

The second body was later 
identified as that of Kenneth 
Wright alias Hassan Abdullah 
Karriem, 34 of 4828 Reading 
Road. He was found lying 
face down behind the auto.

Burton had however informed 
police of the extortion at- 
tempt. When Johnson 
arrived, he was arrested im- 
mediately and Cornett was 


later picked up by police, 
He was sentenced to the 
one to 10 year term and three 
one to five year terms on the 
felonious assault charges. 
The sentences are to be ser- 
ved concurrently. The John- 
son. youth’ was sentenced 
earlier to. an indeterminant 
term to the Ohio Youth Com- 
mission.

The shootings according to 
reports took place sortly 
6:00 Friday evening. Police 
are searching for two armed 
young black men that were 
seen fleeing the area at the 
time of the shootings. 


Sgt. Morgan of the 
homicide squad said the 
killings may have been the 
result of friction between fac- 
tions of the muslim, sect but 
it is too early to know for cer- 


tain. He added that robbery, 
Ware and Karriem’s back- 
ground or something else 
might turn up to explain the 
violent deaths. 


According to a member of 
Ware’s family however, rob- 
bery could be ruled out as a 
motive because the day's 
receipts from the shoe store 
were still in his possession 
when the bodies were found 
by police. In March of 1972 
police had raided Ware's 
shoe shop and found $10,000 
in stolen items. He was 
charged then with receiving 
stolen goods.

Red Cross Offers Tips To 
Prevent Injuries From Falls

MRS. PAT HARPER, of Samp- 
son Lane, Silverton, has been 
Promoted to Accounts Manager 
in_ Cincinnati Bell's Marketing 
Department.

The danger of death or 
serious injury from accidental 
falls, especially among the 
elderly, was stressed by the 
American National Red Cross 
today in an effort to reduce 
substantially accidents of this 
type. 

“In one recent year, 17,400 
parmona were killed from 
falls," James D. Horney; first 
aid chairman of the Cincin- 
nati-Area Red Cross chapter 
said. “Of these, 12,500, or 
more than two-thirds were 
over 65. With proper 
safeguards, many of these 
fatal accidents could have 
been prevented, as could 
many of the thousands more 
in which the victims suffered 
Painful injuries. 

Horney urged that ds a 
protective measure, at least 
one person in every family 
take one of the Red Cross 
first aid courses which_are 
given by the Cincinnati Area 
Chapter, The courses are 
provided to students in local 
schools as well as to adults. 
He sald they teach accident 
prevention by making people 
more conscious of accident 
Causes and also enable them 
to give them emergency care 
to the injured when accidents 
occur. 

He urged observance of the 


following’ precautiéns to 
reduce the hazards of falls in- 
doors and out: 


In the Home: 

Keep floors free of spilled 
foods or liquids. Wipe them 
up immediately, Fasten loose 
materials, such as scatter 
rugs, to the floor or use a 
non-skid backing on them. 
Replace or repair floor 
coverings that cause uneven 
walking surfaces. Keep 
walking surfaces clear of 
toys, tools, pencils, dnd other 
subjects that.can cause slip- 
ping or stumbling. An unob- 
structed walking surface is 
Particularly important on 
Stairways and in passages 
that are poorly lighted. 

Use secure stepladders or 
stepstools to extend the 
reach, When using a steplad- 
der or stepstool, maintain a 
handhold at all times. Do not 
use chairs, tables; and boxes 
as substitutes for ladders. 
Check ladders and stools for 
defects. before using them. 
Make sure the spreader is 
securely locked before using 
ladders and stools. 

Provide gates that can be 
fastened securely at top and 
bottom of stairs to keep 
young children off steps. 
Provide sturdy handrails on

Suppose we start from 
Hiram College, where 4 great 
all-round athlete from 
Warren, Bill White, won every 
honor at the small college as 
a baseball, basketball and 
football player...Later he went 
on to join the major leagues 
He was called the ace of the 
St, Louis Cardinals. We will 
go on record and say Bill can 
fill the bill as a sound major 
league manager 

Since his retirement he has 
served as’ the play-by-play 
radio star for the New York 
Yankees, He is great and one 
of the best in the business, 
but at the same time he does 
know the great American 
game of baseball. Let's begin 
with the beginning of White's 
baseball career. 

At the time Bill was com- 
manding considerable atten- 
tion as an All-Star with the St 
Louis Cardinals. He was im- 
pressive to people all through 
his baseball career. Take his 
first introduction to organized 
baseball, a tryout with the 
New York Giants at Pitt- 
sburgh’s Forbes Field in 
1952. Giant scouts Tony 
Ravish and Allan Fey had 
spotted White in a national 
amateur baseball tournament 
late that summer, to look him 
over. i 

Veteran relief. pitcher 
George Spencer was on the 
mound when White stepped 
into the batting cage. None of 
the Pirate players had arrived 
at the ball park yet, neither 
had Pittsburgh's general 
manager, Branch Rickey, The 
husky oungster from 
Warren, io, unloaded on 
the best Spencer's fastballs 
and curves. He hit everything 
sharply. Three tremendous 
drives landed. deep in the 
right-field seats. “For God's 
sake,” yelled Durocher, “get 
that kid out of here before 
Branch Rickey sees him. He 
will sign him in a second. 

Then there was Memorial 
Day,. 1959. Bill, then a Car- 
dinal, went wild against the 
Dodgers that day, smacking 
two home runs off Don 
Drysdale, plus two other hits, 
Later in the season White had 
another splurge, when he got 


14 hits in 18 times at bat. It 
was @ back-to-back two-night 
doubleheader (series) with 
the Chicago Cubs. The per- 
formance by White equaled a 
record held by Ty Cobb for 
some 50 years 
At the time White was infor- 
med of his feat, he said, 
"Records don't mean 
anything.” “Today everyone 
- has some kind of a record 
There .are records for 
everything. The big thing to 
me was to win those games,” 
which he did. That terrific 
feat of ‘White base hits 
pushed his average up to 
317. He finished the 1961 
season with a 286 average 
His 90 RBI and 20 home runs 
were second best on the Car- 
dinal ball club; only Ken 
Boyer was more productive 
But for baseball, Bill might 
have been a doctor, When 
the Giant-seouts found him 
and signed him, he was in his 
second ‘year at Hiram 
College, that sends many of 
their graduates to the best 
medical institutions around 
the nation. "| thought about 
nothing else than being a 
surgeon,’ says Bill, He 
averaged 11, 17 and 16 points 
in:three seasons of basket- 
ball.

Doors Opening For 
Women In Athletics 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — With 
new federal regulations ban- 
ning sexual discrimination in 
schoo! athletics and other 
educational programs, you 
may see a girl with a deadly 
eye on a predominately male 
high school basketball team. 
But don't expect that 
situation to become common- 
place, says an aythority on 
girls’ athletics in the current 
issue of the National Edu- 
cation Association Journal. 

“Since only the exceptional 
girl could make it on a boys’ 

“team, the majority of systems 
will probably continue single- 
sex teams,” says Marjorie 
Blaufarb, who points out that 
the newly enacted Title IX 
doesn't mandate coed teams. 
“The idea is to provide op- 
portunities for a maximum 
number of youngsters to 
Participate, and the single- 
sex team seems best for that 
purpose.”

Mrs. Blaufarb cites some 
communities and regions 
where girls' _ athletic 
programs, especially at the 
high school level, have 
already made considerable 
progress. Houston, Texas, for 
example. Parents surveyed 
there gave “overwhelming 
approval” to the program, 
which covers six competitive 
sports. Funds for the 
rogram, although not large, 
ave been constantly in- 
creasing. 

In several districts in nor- 
theast Ohio there has been a 
long-standing tradition of var- 
sity sports for girls, now 
covering eight to ten sports. 
“As these programs have 
developed with local support, 
there has been no outcry that 
the girls’ program was: eclip- 
sing the boys’ sports ac- 
tivities,” says the author.

Signs of Depression 


For the past year, both the White 
House and its corps of economic ad- 
visors have been shying away from the 
world “depression,” but the mounting 
evidence of slowing production and ex- 
panding unemployment over the span 
of more than a year has finally convin- 
ced them that the nation is indeed suf- 
fering from a real-recession. 

A barrage of factory layoffs is curren. 
tly hitting the industrial world, Many 
companies, trapped by high labor 
costs, tight money and weak demand 
for their products, are chopping 
production and paring payrolts. At the 
same time, the average consumer, 
fearing hard times and forced to pay . 
more for gasoline and heating oil, has 
cut down on other types of spending, 
| further eroding demand, especially for 
luxury items. 

While all .businesses show a 
slowdown in sales, the sharp dectease 
in the sales of new automobiles ac- 
counts for most of the retail slump. 
Several months ago, Detroit's big-three 
automakers, General Motors, Chrysier 
and Ford, were optimistically predicting ~ 
the sale of more than 10 million cars 
and trucks in 1975. Today, ‘Detroit is 
aimost panicky over the way Americans 
are snubbing the 1975 models. in the 
first third of November, new cars were 
selling at the rate of 5.2 million units 
(about half of the estimate), the lowest 
rate since the auto workers strike in 
1970. 

The mounting number of layotts is 
the omnious prelude to the coming tide 
of unemployment, and since the layoffs 
are done on a seniority basis, with the 
last hired being the first fired, whether 
unionized or not, the first victims of 
unemployment will be minority workers, 
whose rate of unemployment, even in 
good times, runs approximately twice 
as high as the national average

So, the likelihood is that the federal 
government will have to keep on spen- 
ding, and that some federal work 
projects (a modernized version of the 
old WPA). will have to be mounted, 
probably by next summer. 

These are ominous signs for those 
workers still on the job. It should, 
though possibly will not, motivate them 
to be more productive and less deman- 
ding of fringes and benefits.

Holman Speaks Out On Crime 


One of the most challenging social 
problems facing this nation today, is 
crime. After much dilly dallying, 
ducking and dodging, some public of- 
ficials are now willing to face the facts 
as ugly as they are 

in a speech delivered in Toledo, Nov. 
14, Ben Holman, Director Community 
Relations Service U.S. Department of 
Justice, said some things that are not 
complimentary to our courts, prisons 
and law enforcement officials. 

A Gallup poll, he says: “showed that 
one of every five persons in the US. 
had been the victim of some crime bet- 
ween the period, Dec, 1971 to Decem- 
ber 1972." He said, these figures show 
that: “the inner city. overwhelmingly 
populated by minorities — were even 
more alarming, showing that one of 
every three persons there had been vic- 
tims.” 

Mr. Holman says statistics show that 
the Law Enforcement Assistance Ad- 
ministration, (LEAA) spent $8.6 billion 
nationally: on law enforcement and 
criminal justice during 1969-1970 fiscal 
year, About $5 billion of this went to 
support police activities, in 1972 the 
Federal Government spent nearly $2 
billion for crime reduction activities, 

Criticizing what this money went for 
Mr. Holman said: “more often, more of 
the resources went for faster cars with 
more dome lights, more powerful am- 
munition -- including hollow-point 
bullets which are banned by inter- 
National law - and monstrous looking 
machines that look more like military 
hardware. than implements designed to 
keep the peace in our cities.” 

On these expenditures, Mr. Holman 
says: “those who made the decisions 
forgot that the most important part of a 
policeman's equipment lies in his head, 
not in his holster or in his armored per- 
sonnel carrier.” 

On crime and Blacks, Mr. Holman 
says: “Blacks are more likely to be 
arrested, prosecuted, convicted, placed 


* in prison andseceive longer sentences 


than whites,” He also points out that: 
“Blacks are more likely to be victims of 
crime.” And, (crime) has a dispropor- 
tionate economic impact on their com- 
munities." Crime, he says in 1969, cost 
the Black community approximately 10 
percent of its aggregate family income. 

What to do about crime, Holman 
says: "..wée must deviate from the 
traditional mode and embark on a fresh, 
new, innovative approach to resolving 
crime in America." 

Holman says crime: “...must have as 
its highest priority, the prevention of 
crime, rather than the detection, ap- 
prehension, conviction and incar- 
ceration of offenders.” He calls for 
more citizenship Involvement. 

Our past performances, Mr. Holman 
~points out that: “More policemen, bet- 
ter equipment, more prosecutors, more 
judges, and larger prisons have not

Then, in spite of the fact this 
pledge did not attract any considerable 
support from the black electorate, he 
did follow through on the promise.

One thing needed says Holman: “... is 
for the police to redefine their mission 
in light of the community they serve. 
And all the community — not just cer- 
tain segments ~ should fake part in this 
role redefinition.” 

Expanding his views on this, he says: 
“Rather than seeing themselves only as 
‘crook catchers’, the police should see 
themselves as. service cles, of 
which law enforcement is but one im- 
portant aspect of their mission. They 
should establish priorities based upon 
community needs, and in concert with 
other components of the criminal 
justice Tg 

City Counciimen in Cleveland 
should be encouraged by these views 
of Mr. Holman: “ ... Our mayors, city 
managers and other municipal policy 
makers must recognize the importance 
of competent police leadership. Chiefs 
of police should be selected on their 
ability as managers, and not solely on 
such reasons as the individual was a 
good investigator or detective, Leader- 
ship that is imaginative, open-minded, 
and change-oriented must replace 
leadership that is tunnel-visioned and 
status-quo oriented.” 

On the lack of Blacks in the police 
départments, Mr. Holman says: “In 
looking at recruitment, it is indeed sad 
that, whereas Blacks comprise over 12 
percent of the Nation's population, they 
make up only 4 percent of the police 
personne! ... A program to recruit 
minorities into.police service must in- 
clude more than lip service to being ‘an 
equal opportunity employer’.” 

“The history of excluding minorities 
from police departments is well known 
to Blacks. They see the selection 
process as being one designed to 
screen them out, rather than bring them 
in. To correct this, the police will have 
to couple their verbalized desire with 
affirmative action. Such action should 
involve establishment of quantifiable 
goals for minority recruitment 
programs." 

Holman says “police must make 
changes in their complaint procedures 
to assure aggrieved persons an oppor- 
tunity to be heard and to know that 
their complaints will be handled with 
respect, and the power and willingness 
to correct wrongful police action.” 

Mr. Holman has put his finger on 
many sore spots in our crime problems. 
Few if any, can argue with his recom- 
mendations or his observations. How 
many citizens and public officials, 
however, will be willing to accept his 
challenge for action, remains to be 
seen. With more and more neigh- 
borhoods becoming ‘no-man's land’ at 
night, and, the cost of crime con- 
tinuously mounting, the people of this 
nation can ill afford to be complacent 
and do nothing.

Blacks Help Dump Tony 
Recent political events have forced two powertul 
Ohio Democrats into the same proverbial barrel. 
However, it is very unlikely that they will lick one 
anothers’ sores as a means of soothing the agony and 
in, 
The pair, Gov. John J. Gilligan and Anthony O. 
Calabrese, Senate Minority Leader, both Democratic 
leaders in their own right, have been at odds since. 
Gilligan tried to unseat him several years ago. 
Gilligan, of course, was deteated in a cliff-hanger 
race at the Nov. 5th election by former Gov. James A, 
Riiodes 


Having no love for ore another, it is doubtful if 
Calabrese, the effusive Tony, shed a single tear 
over. Gilligan's narrow, but apparently upsetting 


defeat. 

By this same token, Gilligan, perhaps, swallowed 
his own sorrow and gleefully welcomed Calabrese's 
ouster from his Senate leadership in a non-traditional 
method last week. 

Being an individual who always proudly 
displayed his ego, the unseating obvious hurt Tony to 
the bone. 

However, he wasn't caught off guard, for it had 
been generally circulated among Democratic circles - 
that Senator Oliver Ocasek, Tony's minority assistant 
during the now ending session, was out to yank the 
leadership pedestal from under him. But, traditions 
which empowered Tony to call the caucus at which 
the leadership is elected, was going for him. 

Ocasek, though, with a vast majority of 21 Oemocrat 
Senators, broke the unwritten law and called the 
caucus which elected him. Seventeen of the 21 
Democrats favored the 16 year veteran, with the four 
Tony supporters, including himself, absent from the 
open-door session. 

Sens, M. Morris Jackson, Cleveland; and William F. 
Bowen, Cincinnati; the two black members, not only 
supported the Summit County educator, but Jackson 
was chosen for the position of second in command of 
the Senate. Thus, when the 111th General Assembly 
convenes Jan. 6, a black will be serving as Assistant 
Majority of the Senate. 

Jackson, who ranked fourth in seniority among the 
six-man Cuyahoga County (Cleveland) delegation, 
frequently complained of being ignored by Tony. For 
this reason, Jackson's support of Ocasek, can be 
construed as a source of great revenge. 

And as a part of the aggregation responsible for 
dumping petulant Tony, Jackson reaped sweet 
revenge, for he was not only hand-picked by Ocasek 
for the second in command post, but he was also 
named chairman of the Patronage Committee. This 
means that every Democrat employed by the Senate 
will have to be cleared by Jackson and his committee. 

Bowen also emerged from the caucus with a sizable 
helping of the political pudding..He was appointed to 
the Committee on Committees of which Ocasek 
designated himself as chairman. * 

In taking over the leadership, Ocasek also smashed 
another tradition of long standing. When Democrats 
take control of the Senate 21 to 12 Jan. 6, Ocasek 
said that neither the press or the public will have to 
rely on second-handed information of what transpired 
in the Senate Rules Committee. 

The Rules Committee, which has previously met 
behind closed doors, makes up the daily calendar of 
bills to be sent to the floor for a vote, It also has the 
responsibility for roving or rejecting all key ap- 
pointments the mor.
